True, 
they are not a trustworthy people and have more than once 
broken their promises ; but the Amir, who is a very shrewd 
man, knows very well that he has everything to gain by a 
British alliance. When we desire to maintain the integrity 
of his kingdom and have advised him to resist farther 
Russian advance, it is necessary that we should place him 
in a position to hold his own against the enemy. Some well- 


imformed British statesmen are of opinion that Russia is not 


at present so prepared for war as England, but that if she 

be allowed time, she will push on her preparations. Fence 

the British Government should insist upon the immediate 

withdrawal of Russian troops from Afgh&n territory.
